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= Fterthe many diſaſters, wherewith' 
it pleaſed Almighty God to ſuffer 
the greatEnemy of all good Acti- 
= WJ Ons and his Inſtruments, to encoun- 
RR 729 tc and interrupt, to opprefie and 
I keepe weake, this noble Action for 
SER the planting of Yirginia,with Chriſtis 
an Religion,and Engliſh people: It having pleaſed him 
now contrarily of his eſpeciall great —— to blefſeand 
proſper our late carefull endeuours, as well for the repai- 
ring of all former breaches, as for ſupplying of the pre- 
ſent defets,wherewith the Colony was kept downe, that 
it hath asit were on a ſodaine growne to double that 
height, ſtrength, plenty, and proſperity, which it had in 

former times attained : We have thought it now the pe- 
culiar duety of our place,accordingly as it hath bcene al- 
ſo ordered by a generall Court, toSummon as it were 
by a kindeof louing inuitcment, the whole Body of the 
Noble and other worthy Aduenturors, as wel to the 
conſeruing and perfeAing of this happy worke, as to the 
reaping of the fruit of their great expences and trauailes. 


And firſt tro remoue that vaworthy afperſion , where- 
A3 with 
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with ill diſp>ſed mindes,guiding their Ations by corrupt 
ends,haue both by Letters from chence, and by rumours 
here at home,ſon he vniuſtly ro Raine and blemith rhat 
Countrey, as being barren and vnproficable z Wee haue 
thought ir neceſl iry for the fuil ſatisfaRion of all,to make 
itpublikely known,thac by diligent examination we haue 
aſſuredly tound,thoſe Letters and Rumours to haue been 
falſe and malicious ; procured by pra&iſe, and ſuborned 
to euill purpoſes : an contrarily diſaduowed by the te- 
ſtimony vpon Oach of the chiefe Inhabitants of all the 
Colony ; by whom we areaſcertained, thac the Countrey 
isrich, ſpacious and well watered ; temperate as for rhe 
Climate; very hea'thfull afrer men area lictle accuitomed 
to ic; abounding with all God3 naturall bleſſings: The 
Land repleniſhed with the goodiieft Woods in the world, 
and thoſe ful! of Deere, and other Beaſts for ſuttenance : 
The Seas and Riuers (whereof many are exceeding faire 
and nauigable,) full of excellent Filth, and of all forts de- 
* fireable; bath Water and Land yceiding Fow'e in very 
great ſtoreand variety : In Summe, a Countrey, too 
good for ill people 3and wee hope reſerued by the pro- 
iidence of Gad,for ſuch as {hall apply cthemſe'ues faich- 
fully to his ſervice, and be a ſtrengch and honour to our 
King and Nation. But touching thoſe Commodities for 
which that Countrey is proper, and which haue beene 
lately fer vp for che. Aduenturors benefit: we referre you 
to 4 true nore of them, lately delivered in a great and ge- 
nerall Courr,and hereunto annexcd for your. better in- 
formation. By which and other approued informations 
brought vnto vs, We reſt in greataſſurance, that this 
Coun:rrev,as it is ſeated neere thz midſt of the world , be- 
tweene the extreamitics of heate and cold ; Soir a'fo par- 
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ticipateth of the benefits of bothe, and is capable ( being 
alkited with skill and induſiry ) of the richcft commed!- 
tics of moſt parts of the carib. Therich Furres,Caviary, 
and Cordage, which wedraw frcm &»f414 with ſo great 
difficulry,are to be had in Yirginia., and the parts adioy- 
ning, with- eaſe ard plenty. The Maſts, Piancks, and 
Boords , the Pitch and Tarre, the Pot-aſhcs and Sope- 
aſhes,the Hempe and Flaxe,(being the warcrials of Lin- 
nen,) which now we fetch from Norway, Denmarke, Po- 
land,and Germapy,are there to behad in abundance and 
great pert. ion. T he 1ron,which hath ſo waſted our Ex- 
glſhWoods, that it ſelte-1n ſhort time wut decay roge- 


ther with them,is to be had in Yirgima, (where waſting of 


Wocdsis a-benefit)for all good conditions an{werabie ro 
the beſt in the world. The Wines, Fruite, and Salt cf 
Franceand Spaine ; The li;kes of Per fia and Jtaly, will be 
found alſo in Y:rgi#7a,and in no kinde of worth interiour, 
We omit here a multicude of other natural] Commodi- 


- tics, diſperſed vp and down the diuers parts of the world: 


of Woods, Rootes, and Berries,* for cxcellent Dyes: of 
Plants and other Drugges, for Phy licall ſervice : of [weet 
Woods,Oyles,and Gummes,for pleaſure and other vſe : 

of Cotten- wool},and Suger Cancs: all which may there 
alſo be had in abundance, with an infinity of other more: 

And will conclude with theſe three , Corne, Cattle and © 
Fiſh, which are the ſubſtance of the foode of man. The 
Grainesof our Countrey doe proſper there very well: OF 
Woheate they have great plenty : But their Maze , being 


'the naturali Graine of thar Countrey, doth tarrecxceede 


in pleaſantneſle,ſtrength,and fertility. The Carttie which 
we haue tranſported thither, (being now growne- ncere to 


five hundred) become much bigger of Body, then the 
A4 breed-

breed from which they came : The Horſes alſo more 
beautifull, and fuller ot courage, And ſuch is the extraor- 
dinary fertiliry of that Soyle, that the Does of their Deere 
yeeld two Fawnes at a birth, and ſometimes three. The 
Fiſhings at Cape Codd,being within thoſe Limits , will in 
plenty of Filh be equallto thoſe of New-found- Land, and 
in goodneſſe and greatnefſe much ſauperiour. To con- 
clude,it is a Countrey , which nothing but ignorance cat 
thinke ill of, an4 which no man bur of a corrupt minde 
and ill purpoſe can defame. | 
; Now touching the preſent eſtate of our Colony in that 
Country, Wehaue thought it not vnfit thus much briefly 
to declare. There haue bin ſent thither this laſt yeere,and 
are now preſently in going , twelue hundred perſons and 
vpward, as particularly appeareth in the note aboue ſpe- 
cified: anJ there are neere one thouſand more remaining 
ofrhoſe that were gone before. The men lately ſent, haue 
bin moſt of them choiſe men, borne & bred vp to labour 
and induſtry. Outof Deuenſhire,about an hundred men, 
brought vp to Husbandry. Our of Warwickſbire and 
Stafforaſhire,about one hundred and ten; and out of S»/- 
ſex,abourt forty , a!l framed to 1ron-workes : the reſt diſ- 
 perſedly qut of divers Shires of the Realme. There haue 
beene allo ſundry perſons of good quality , much com- 
mended for ſufficiency,induſtry and honeſty , prouided 
and ſenc ro take chargeand gouernment of thole people. 
The care likewiſe that hath beene taken by directions, In- 


ftrudtions, Charters,and Commillions to reduce the peo-- 


pleand affaires in Yirginiz int» a regular courſe, hath bin 
ſuckand ſogreat,that the Colony beginneth now to haue 
the face and falhion of an orderly State, and ſuch as is 


into 


likely to grow and proſper. The people are all divided 
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into ſeuerall Burroughs ; each man hauing the ſhares of 


Land due to him fer out , to holdand enioy to him and 
his Heires. The publike Lands for the Company here, 
for the Gouernour there, for the College, and for cach 
particujar Burrough, for the Miniſters alſo,and for diucts 
orher neceflary Officers, are likewiſe laid out by order, 
and bounded. The particular Plantations for diuers pri- 
uate Socicries,are ſetied in their Seates, being allotted to 
their content,and each in conuenient diſtance, The rigour 
of Martiall Law, wherewich before they were governed, 
is reduced within the limics preſcribed by his Maieltie : 
and the laudabie forme of Iuftice and gouernment vſed 
inthis Realme,eftab.ithed, and followed as necre as may 
be. The Gouecrnour is ſo reſtrained to a Counſeil ioyned 


wich him, that hee can doe wrong to no man, who may 


not have ſpeedy remedy.Each Burrough, and each parti- 
cuiar P:antation,partly bath, partly is bound to have in 
ſhort time a ſufficient Miniſter : for whom maintenance 
is ordained, to cacti of two hundred poundsa yeere value. 
Which orderlyproceeding there, by dire&tion ftromhbence, 
hath cauſed the Colony now art length to ſertle them- 
ſelues in a firme reſolution co perpetuate the Plantacion. 
They fall to building of Houſes, each for his owne pri- 
uate ;z and the Generality to the rearing of publique 
Gueſt-houſes,for entertaining ofnew men vpon their tirtt 
arriuall. They fall to ſer vp their Ploughes; ro the Plan= 
ting of Yizejarads; to the purſuing of the Staple Commo- 
dities furni{bed and commended trum hence. In ſumme, 
they are now ſo fall of alacritie and cheerefulnefle,chatin 
a late generall Aſtemb'y , they have in the name of the 
Colony-preſented their greateſt poſhble rhankes to the 
Company,for the care that hath beene taken for the -—- 
B _ ling 
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ling of the Plantation. Neither is it to be omitted, the 
care which hath beetie had here lately at home,for the re- 
ducing of all the proceedings and affaires of the Compa: 
ny;to an orderly courſe of good government and Iuſtice, 
Wherein to begin with the fountaine thereof, his, Maie- 
ties amthoritieand pleaſure, there hath beenea colletion 
made of all the branches of the ſame, diſperſed in his Let- 
ters Patents,now three times renewed : as allo out of 9. 
ther InftruQions proceeding from his Maieftie. Our of 
both which,together with ſuch other Orders as ( autho- 


rized by his Maiefltic) the Company themſelues have. 
thought neceſſary to make, hath beene compiled 4 booke. 
of ([tanding Orders and Conſtitutions , approved by the. 
generall conſent of all the Company ; whereby both the. 


company here,and the Colony in Firginza, have their bu- 


lineffe carried regularly, induſtriouſly, and iuſtly , euery 


man knowing both his right and duty, to their gencrall 
great content,and the great aduancement of the Aftion. 
And whereas the Colony likewiſe haue beene often Su- 
tors in effe&,to reduceintoa compendious and orderly 
forme in writing,the Lawes of Ezgland proper for the ve 
of thar Plantation, with addition of ſuch other,as the na« 
ture of the place,the nouitle of the Colony,and other ime» 
portant circumſtances ſhould neceſſarily require:a courſe 
15 likewiſe taken for the effecting of chis worke; yet ſoas 
to ſubmit it firſt to his Maieſties view and approbation; 
it being not fic that his Maicities Subictts {hould be go- 
uerned by any other Lawes, then ſuch as receive the. in- 
fluence of their life from him. 

And now to cometo that which concerneththe Aduen- 
turors in particular, by whoſe charges, care, and labour, 
(next vnto his Maieſties eſpeciall grace)this famous Plan- 


tation 
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tation hath not onely beene vndertaken, but through ſe 
many difficulties vpheld and continued : we lhouid be 


very greitly iniurious to chem, if we ſhould not acquaine 


thetti with this ſcaſonable cime,tor the reaping ot that be- 
nefit and reward whichis due vato them. We therefore 
let chem know, chat in this laſt yeare now ended,there 
hane beene granted by the Company vnder.their legall 
Seale,elevien feuerall Patents for particular Plantations ; 
and more are in hand to be palled this next Quarter» 
Court. Ic is not vnprobable that vpon each of. thele Pa- 
tents,diuers hundreds of perſons will ſoone Plant in #7r- 
gtnia: there haue beene already tranſported vpon thefirſt, 
aboue three hundred men. Theſe and other like Planters, 
having priority oftime,will haue priority alſo in choiſe of 
the Seat of their Plantations. Seeing therefore the onely 
matter of retributiopto rhe Aduenturors,is by afaire pro- 
portion of Land to them and their heires; namely ot one 
hundred acres foreuery ſhare of twelue pounds &ren ſhil- 
lings,vpona firſt diuiſion;& asmuch morevpon aſecond, 
the firſt being peopled ; with fiftie acres for euery perſon, 
(to be doubled injixe manner) which attheir own charges 
they (hal tranſport to inhabir in Firgizma before the 24. 
day of 1«ne 1625. if he continue there three yeeres, either 
at one or ſeuerall times,or die after he is ſhipped tor that 
voyape : Ic ſtandeth them vpon,who are not willing to be 
the leaſtin the benefic to be partaked,not to be the laſt in 
ſetrin' fourth to the choile and peopling of their Land. 
Wheran wit favour or afſiſtance may by vs be given 
them,they (hall be well afſuredof ir, in equall proportion 
with our ſejues, as their charges and long expettance 
haue well deſerued. Andtothe end thatnor onely the 
Aduenturors now liuing, but the Heircs aifo of the de-

are due and belonging to theme And likewiſe that poſtert- 
ty may truely know , by whoſe charges this Plantation

maintained,and continued: We haue here, according to 
an Order ot Courr, fer downe in an A4/phabericall T able 
the names of all che Aduenturors ,, with all their ſeuerall 
ſummes aduentured, Wherein if by errour, or other miſ- 
accident, there haue wrong be done to any man ; if withe 
in one twe/ue monerhafrer the date hereot,he give notice 
and make proofe thereof to. the Companies Auditors, he 
{hall be ſet right,and the Tablz reformed:there being nor 
any thing more deere vnto vs, then ro doe. right vnto 
them,with all Tuſtifiable curtelie, who have beene begin- 
ners and continuers of this glorious worke , ten- 
ding ſo much tothe propagating of the true ſer- 
vice of Almighty God, to the adding of 
greatnelſe nd honour to our King, 
and to the benefit of our 
wholeNation in diſburde- 
ning their multitude.

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Plimouth , and Barnftable in Denonſhire + 
where order ſhall be taken for prouiſfion of 
all things neceſlary. 

And becauſe it is no ſmall part of our 
care, ſo to increaſe that Plantation with 
people which they deſire, asto caſe our own 
Countrey alſo ofdiuers numbers which the 
well may ſpare: we haue thought fit hereby 
to declare, thatif in the parts adioyning to 
the places of ſetting out of Ships,or inparts 
more remote, if they bee ſo diſpoſed, any 
Townes, Pariſhes, or particular perſons, 
ſhall be pleaſed co ſend ynto vs any Boyes 
of ſoundand ſtrong conſtitutions of fifteene 
yeeres of age or vpwards, fit to make Ap- 
prentices, with five Markes towards their 
charges of apparelling and tranſporting ; 
the reſt of the charges ſhall be defrayed by 
the Company,and the Children well placed 
during the ſeuen yeeres of their apprentiſe- 
age, andafterwards ſo prouided for, as to 
live with content and comfort, ' 

If there be alſo any priuate perſons, or 
particular Plantations, that deſire paſſage

Spring: vpon ſeaſonable notice giuen, they 
ſhall bee prouided for at thei accuſtomed 
rate of ſixe pounds, which the Company al- 
ſa doth pay, 

And : although / through his Maiefties 
ſpeciall grace and goadneſle, we have recei- 
ued much helpe by the late vie of Lattertes, 
rowards the increaſe and advancement of 
the Plantation ; as by the ſupplies larely ſent, 
may to all men appeare : neither doubt we, 
but as wee are well aſſured of the fairhfull 
menaging of them, by Certificates from 
the beſt in all places where they haue becne 
vied : So the world doth reſt ſatisfied alſo 
of our faithfull employing of thofe monies 
ro the rightends intended, and as appeareth 
in our Accounts : Yet for as much as the 
greatneſle of the intended Supplies,withourt 
which, the Plantation will not bee brought 
to perfeion, cannot be carried on and dil- 
charged without other great helpes, (the 
courſe alſo of the Lotteries being now wel- 
nigh runne out: ) wee are forcedto renew 
heere our former requeſts, that the ancient 
worthy Aducnturers will bee pleaſed to

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bring in cheerefully cheir promiſed Sup- 


plies, ſubſcribed to with their hands : our 
deſires being thar all things be done with a 
willing alacrity, in an ation ſo much tend- 
ing to the ſeruice of Almighty God,by pro- 
pogating Religion; to the ſtrength andho- 
nour of our King, by enlarging his Domi- 
nions ; and to the well-fare and benefit of 
this our Countrey, by disburthening them 
at home,and multiplying them abroad,with 
increaſe of territory,wealth and proſperity : 
Of all which our hopes are now greater 
than euer, it hauing pleaſed the Diuine 
powerto bleſſe our Jate endeuours with ſo 
extraordinary ſucceſle, as well in the ſafe 
and ſpeedy paſſage of our Ships, as in the 
healthineſle and contentedneſle of the peo- 
pletranſportedin them.
